In Cold War Includes Impatience 


With France on European Army 


London Thinks Progress Toward Balkan 
Entente Is Encouraging—Much Concern 
Is Felt Over How Russia May React to 
Dulles’s Psychological Offensive.

OW are things shaping up for our side in the cold war, with 
the Eisenhower Administration now one month old? 

A British inventory of progress toward a European army, 
events in the Balkans, the arrest of the neo-Nazis by the British 
in Germany, Russia's current intentions, prospects for peace in 
Korea and developments in the Middle East looks like this: 


1, Euro Defense Commun- 
ity—Not going so well. There's 
considerable impatience with the 
French. 


For one thing it is felt that the 
French made a tactical mistake in 
attaching settlement of the Saar 
question to ratification of the 
EDC treaty. It is recognized that 
the future of the Saar must be 
settled, and settled before the 
German elections. But it is unwise 
to link this settlement with EDC 
ratification. 


The British and the Americans, 
it is understood, are working on 
the French behind the scenes and 
will continue to do all they can 
to get EDC ratified and trans- 
lated into a European army this 
spring and summer. But the 
French don’t seem to know ex- 
actly what they want from the 
British, and .moreover they seem 
to lack confidence in themselves. 

If the EDC plan should col- 
lapse, however, the only alterna- 
tive the British can see is to ad- 
mit Western Germany to the 
membership of NATO. They know 
the French are bitterly opposed to 
this idea and have even indicated 
that they would use their veto if 
it were proposed. It may be that 
the threat to bring the Germans 
into NATO will help swing the 
French into line on EDC—plus 
the reminder that EDC was orig- 
inally, after all, a French pro- 
posal. 

2. The Balkans—Here there is 
some progress to report. Things 
are going well on the projected 
pact linking Greece, Turkey and 
Yugoslavia. It is believed here 
that the pact will become a re- 
ality and it will be an invaluable 
contribution to the defense of 
Europe, protecting the right 
flank and avoiding a repetition 
of 1941. 


It would be still better if Italy 
could be included in this pact, 
but this can hardly be done un- 
til the issue of Trieste is settled, 
and it is doubtful if this can be 
settled before

As the British see it, the only 
final solution to Trieste will be 
for the United States and Britain 
to ask Italy and Yugoslavia to 

. on two zones. Italy would 

be given one zone and Yugoslavia 
the other. As a matter of fact, 
Italy and Yugoslavia are not very 
far from such an agreement right 
now, except that Italy wants such 
an arrangement to be temporary, 
while Yugoslavia wants it to be 
permanent. 

3. The seven neo-Nazis’ arrest

5. The Far East—The British 
know that they are probably out 
of line with current American 
temperament but they can see no 
solution to the Korean problem. 
Nothing, that is, beyond bringing 
forward South Korean forces to 
replace American troops. 


They don’t see how a blockade 
of China could be effective, since 
Russian ports in Manchuria could 
not be blocked without risk of 
war, and since in any event the 
greater part of China's supplies. 
reach it overland. 

It is recognized here that the 
Far East is the most difficult 
problem confronting Anglo-Amer- 
ican diplomats, but if a common 
policy could be worked out, it is 
felt that the rest of the pieces 
of the troubled world jigsaw 
would fall into place. 


As the British see it, Indo- 
china must be strengthened, since 
this is the weakest link in the 
chain in the Far East. There 
seems to be a growing sense in 
all countries neighboring Indo- 
china that defeat of the Viet Nam 
forges would be disastrous for all. 
This probably explains the re- 
fusal of India’s Prime Minister 
Nehru to tag along with Britain's 
Aneurin (Nye) Bevan.

The Engineer's Approach 

The St. Louis traffle- transit snarl is becoming 
the No. 1 theme of the mayoral campaign. 
Certainly the two outstanding candidates for the 
Democratic nomination, Raymond R. Tucker and 
Mark D. Eagleton, have been devoting much of 
their speaking time to it. 

Naturally both of them are in favor of solving 
the problem. Yet their approach differs. Mr. 
Eagleton's seems to be that of the cautious, con- 
servative lawyer. Mr. Tucker's is that of the 
practical engineer. ' 

Thus Mr. Eagleton says that he does “not 
intend to jump on the bandwagon of advocating 
public ownership” of mass transportation facili- 
ties. He is all for “careful consideration.” Yet 
this problem probably has had more “careful 
consideration” than any other municipal worry. 
And this consideration led to a definite report 
by Mayor Darst's Transit Ownership Committee 
in favor of public operation. 

Only public operation promises the savings in 
taxes which will permit more attractive fares. 
Experts back up this finding. As a matter of 
fact, their major criticism of the Darst commit- 
tee’s report is that the operation should not be 
limited to the city, but rather should be the con- 
cern of the whole metropolitan area. Apparently, 
Mr. Eagleton would set aside these basic find- 
ings and go over the whole ground once more. 

Mr. Tucker, on the other hand, is ready to 
carry on from the point reached by the present 
city administration. 

He has said that the valuable findings of the 
Darst committee should be turned over to an 
area-wide group for use in reaching an area- 
wide solution which should be judged on its 
merits. He is not against public management, 
but does believe that no transit plan should stop 
at the city limits. 

Nor is he talking about traffic in unexception- 
able generalities. While both candidates favor 
the Chamber of Commerce control plan, Mr. 
Tucker has definite suggestions. For example, 
penny meters to further cut down parking time 
in the congested downtown area. Also a radical 
improvement in the city's electric traffic signal 
system. 

This is the way of the engineer, the man who 
does not merely recognize a problem but at once 
looks for a specific solution. In public affairs, 
Mr. Tucker demonstrated the efficacy of this 
approach by his service in smoke elimination 
and the organization of a civil defense system 
despite lack of interest and money. 

It.is the only approach which can be ‘effective 
against the city’s over-all problem of undoing 
blight and decay. It is not enough to be cau- 
tiously against this threat. It can be met only 
by being specific, by taking the engineer's 
approach. 
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Hard Job

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A Pittance for Civilian Security 


Having expressed lack of confidence in the 
state civil defense program, the House Appro- 
priations Committee at Jefferson City has adopt- 
ed a strange remedy. It has reduced the ap- 
propriation so drastically that the state eivil de- 
fense organization could not begin to do an ade- 
quate job no matter how much confidence it 
deserved. Yet the committee recognizes the need 
for civil defense. 

Representatives of the legislative group are 
to call on Gov. Donnelly and urge improvement 
of the program, Civil Defense Director Ralph 
Hammond has not enjoyed the best relations 
with the Legislature, and this has aggravated the 
reluctance of the lawmakers to make adequate 
appropriations. Currently Mr. Hammond is ask- 
ing for $150,000 a year, Gov. Donnelly cut it to 
$37,500, and the House committee has further 
reduced it to $12,500. 

If Missouri is to spend no more on civil de- 
fense than either Gov. Donnelly or the House 
committee has recommended, it would seem 
a waste of money to spend anything at all. By 
comparison the single city of Detroit has ap- 
propriated more than a million dollars for its 
civil defense. The bomb shelter in the White 
House—where the need for civil defense should 
certainly be known if it is known anywhere in 
the United States—cost 70 times as much as the 
House Appropriations Committee proposes to 
spend to protect the entire state of Missouri for 
a year. 

The job before Gov. Donnelly and the Legis- 
lature is to work out zu understanding that will 
stop wasting money on a token effort and start 
making sound investments in civilian security. 
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The Heart of a Rising Land

Why Alaska ‘Asks Statehood 


Admission to the Union would open its way to commerce with 
Portland and other Oregon seaports, writer says; its natives sit in 
the Legislature and fight for the nation; its status as a state would 
help to promote a great economic development which is now possible.

Douglas McKay, Secretary of the Inte- 
rior, has announced hé doubts the advisa- 
bility of granting Alaska full membership 


in the Union so long as 95 per cent of the - 


land area still belongs to the Federal 
Government. 

Alaskan statehood long has been of in- 
terest to Oregon, because many civic 
groups have claimed in resolutions and 
memorials that statehood might give 
Alaska its best chance to transfer trade 
and commerce to Portland and other sea- 
ports in this state. 8 

The issue is 
squarely joined, for 
nearly all statehood 
bills would shift only 
about 5 per cent of 
the acreage of Alas- 
ka into the hands of 
the new state. 

It has been the 
pattern in all the 
public land states — 
and these are the 
states west of the 
Continental Divide— 
to leave the United 
States Government 
in charge of vast 
wilderness realms, : 

When Oregon was annexed to the Union 
in 1859, a bare 5,000,000 acres went to 
the new state for school purposes or had 
been taken up by private owners. This 
was only 8 per cent of Oregon’s land area.

So the Alaskan statehood bill does not 
differ greatly from the act which admitted 
Oregon to the United States. ° 

Oregon had considerably less than half 
Alaska’s present population when it be- 
came a state. Its population was 52,465. 

When Nevada came into the Union it 
had 7000 residents. Wyoming could mus- 
ter only 62,555 at the time it qualified for 
two influential seats in the Senate of the 
United States. 


Many Alaskans claim that territorial 
status has prevented them from breaking 
the transportation monopolies which have 
dominated Alaskan trade for generations. 

Most of these monopolies are concen- 
trated in Seattle. When he appeared be- 
fore the House Committee on Territories, 
William L. Baker, editor of The Ketchikan 
Chronicle, declared flatly that statehood 
would enable Alaska to make more use of 
two great seaports—Prince Rupert, Brit- 
ish Columbia, and Portland, Ore.

Citizens and Soldiers 


The natives are not wards. They are 
citizens. Some sit in the Territorial Leg- 
islature. A few years ago the president 
of the Alaskan Senate was a Tlingit In- 
dian; Frank Peratrobich, who was educated 
at Chemawa Indian School in Salem, Ore. 


During World War II the Alaskan Terri- 
torial Guard, which was organized hastily 
to patrol the shore line against possible 
Japanese invaders, consisted wholly of 
Eskimo warriors, armed with obsolete 
army rifles.

THE BUILDER, by Philip Dorf. (MacMillan, 48 pgs. 


When this reviewer was employed as an 
engineer by a western hydro-electric power 
company, we had occasional recruits who 
had been graduated in engineering from 
Cornell University. These men proved 
highly capable, for at this time no univer- 
sity in the United States was more noted 
for the quality of its graddates in this ex- 
acting profession. 

Cornell men possessed zeal and endur- 
ance that carried them through all kinds 
of hardships in remote construction camps 
where bed, board and 
a salary of $20 a 
month was the com- 
mon lot of beginners. 
Many became re- 
nowned in their pro- 
fession. 

This book is the 
story of the life of 
the founder of the 
university from 
which these well 
trained men came. 
Ezra Cornell was 
born of poor Quaker 
parents in 1807, two 
years before Lin- 
coln. 

His early life was very much like Lin- 
coln’s: felling logs, splitting rails, hewing 
timber, laying out frames for log cabins. 
In pioneer communities the transition 
from log cabin to frame dwellings was a 
milestone in the struggle against the wil- 
derness. 


Eventually Cornell became a good car- 
penter and mechanic, then a farmer and 
livestock breeder, a business man and, by 
devoting himself to the study of surveying, 
a capable engineer. He was the founder of 
the Western Union Telegraph Co. f 

After much competition, followed by 
bankruptcy and several serious attacks of 
illness, he became a millionaire and phil- 
anthropist. Meanwhile his activities broad- 
ened to include an appointment to the 
first nation-wide Republican Convention 
that met in 1856 in New York, election to 
the New York state legislature in 1861, 
and an 1 — as delegate to the In- 
ternational Exposition in London as rep- 
resentative of the New York State Agricul- 
tural Society. 


While the chief interest of this book lies 
in the life of Cornell, there also emerges 
an enticing picture of the humble begin- 
nings of the university which was to give 
to many others opportunities which were 
denied the founder in his own early life. 

The writer of the book is himself an 
alumnus of Cornell, where he once taught 
American history. His work is based main- 
ly on the Ezra Cornell papers, a collec- 
tion of more than 25,000 items, including 
letters, documents, journals, account books 
and diaries.

Heart Neurosis 
By Glen R. Shepherd, M.D. 


OCTORS cause heart disease. They don't actually dam- 

age the heart, to be sure. But some doctors’ careless words 
or actions create a crippling conviction in the anxious pa- 
tient that real heart disease is present, even though the heart 
is entirely normal. Iatrogenic heart disease, as it is called by 
physicians, is a heart neurosis. Iatrogenic means “caused 
by a physician.” 

Here's how it happens. While visiting your doctor for 
some ailment or other, you get the false impression that he 
thinks something is wrong with your heart. Perhaps he 
listens several times to different areas of the chest. Perhaps 
he lifts an eyebrow while doing this, Possibly he makes some 
careless comment that you take to mean heart disease.

YOUR ORDINARY REACTION upon receiving a diagnosis 
of heart disease is fear (even though this often is not war- 
ranted by present medical facts). People vary in their re 
sponse to situations, some being more emotional than others. 
But the fear itself produces symptoms that further indicates 
heart disease to you. That is, fear, itself, causes palpitation, 
fatigability, breathlessness, and chest pain over the heart. 
Fear also causes such symptoms as trembling, dizziness, 
faintness, fast heart rate, and cold clammy hands and feet. 
it can even cause shortness of breath. Naw these symptoms, 
themselves, produce further anxiety and fear because they 
fonfirm your impression that you have heart disease. Fur- 
ther fear produces more symptoms. A vicious circle occurs 
with anxiety-producing symptoms which in turn produce 
anxiety.

DR. HARRY. B. WEINBERG of Tulsa, Okla., has called 
this to the attention of the medical profession. He lists five 
reasons why this situation arises. These reasons are: (1) mis- 
interpretation by the patient of innocuous statements; (2) ill- 
considered remarks of the physician; (3) ill-considered acts of 
the physician; (4) error by the physician in interpreting symp- 
toms; and (5) erroe by the physician in interpreting findings. 

The first three of these are the ones which are entirely 
preventable now. Mistakes are never entirely preventable. 
Even the best physicians sometimes make mistakes. 

If. you can prevent yourself from jumping to conclusions 
from your doctor’s harmless remarks, that will be a big step 
in preventing this needless anxiety. When your doctor says 
your heart rate is slow or your blood pressure is low, he is 
trying to reassure you because he knows these are favorable 
findings. Ideally, of course, each doctor would explain that 
the slow heart rate and low blood pressure are the ideal find- 
ings, and that the heart is entirely normal. But in today’s 
hustle and. pressure, this is not always done. 

Too often, doctors play it safe when they are doubtful 
by cautioning the patient to take it easy. However, even peo- 
pel with heart disease usually do better with moderate ge- 
than under the old strict rest rule.. So, if there is any 
patient should be given the benefit of the doubt 
not unduly 
These ideas are filtering through the medical profession. 
Certainly, this is one heart “disease” that is almost entirely 
preventable and symptoms of which are not dangerous to life.

* many people in this 
ö A and age have kitchens and 

baths with walls covered with 
metal or plastic wall tile. These 
make very excellent wall cover- 
ings but now and then you run 
into a situation where the tile 
don't seem to want to stay in 
place for long and keep falling 
out. 

This condition is not due to any 
fault of the tile but to the man- 
ner in which they were installed. 
What happens is that moisture 
gets behind the tile and softens 
up the cement or paste which 
fastens the tile to the wall. 

It’s easy enough to replace the 
tile by scraping the old cement 
from the back of the tile and 
from the wall, applying new ce- 
ment and setting the tile back in 

lace. You should not, however, 

t it go at this but should try 
and find where the moisture is 
getting ‘through. 

The most common trouble spot 
is where the tile joins a recessed 
bathtub, for unless this joint is 
made waterproof, moisture is al- 
most sure to crawl up behind the 
tile. 


There are various types of com- 
pounds and plastic strips that can 
be used to make this joint tight. 

Another spot to look for 
trouble is at the joint between 
tile. Some tile are laid with a 
compound between joints and 
some are not. If there is no 


compound water vapor will in 
time work between the tile. 
What you do here is to get
